With Europe sinking into bank- 
ruptey and America turning this 
way and that in her search for a 
way out of the economic mornss— 
and seeing: no secure foothold-—it is 
amull wonder that Britain's leading. 
publicists: are beginning to predict 
werash of civilisation, Mr, HL G. 
Wella, whose prophecies from time 
to time have been remarkably 
accurate, declares that the world 
as we know it is visibly collapsing. 
Every week something is tumbling 
down or something breaking «up 
and it is impossible to sny how 
far the ruin will extend. The 
truth of the ma appears to 
be that the capitalise syatem, rear- 
ed on a gold-based credit cone, is 
collapsing. Social, political and 
egonomig sciences are striving hoard 
to overtake the breakdown, but 
they appear to be working inde- 
pendently in each leading country 
whereas it is becoming inereasing- 
ly clear that only international co- 
operntion can avert disaster, The 
American ordeal is the plainest 
guides to present tendencies, Un- 
less she is.saved by some unfore- 
seen stroke of yobd fortune, coupled 
with the restoration of a semblance 
of sanity to the counsels of Con- 
gress, the United States appears to 
be heading for the greatest erisis 
in her history, Economic activity 
is decending to new low levels, 
The steel industry, for instance, is 
working at only 22) per cent. 
cdpacity and its output is lesa than 
nalf as grent as it was twelve 
months ago when many people were 
imagining that the world slump 
had begun to touch bottom. Lvery 
sign points to a. stagnation that is 
all but) universal, nnd unemploy- 
ment is estimated at a minimum 
of 8,000,000. In the absence. of 
any regular’ dole system the public 
and private resources which have 
been organised for the relief of 
the unemployed are approaching ex~ 
hiustion, and some of the big cities 
are actitally insolvent, ‘IW ‘recent 
months it has become increasingly 
recognised that nothing can stop 
the rot but an‘arrest of the 
paralysing docline of prices, The 
authorities are discovering that a 
mere Incrense in the volume of 
credit is of no avail unless borrow- 
ers ure.ready to come forward and 
employ it productively, and. that 
thoy will not come forward so long 
as confidence {3 totally lacking.

While the 
race was being run the Beckhamp- 
ton colt was in his box with nv tem- 
perature of 103, ‘Swenty-four hours 
later, he was back to normal, so he 
lives to run another day, and any- 
thing that wns lost in the Guineas 
will be ghined in the Derby, where, 
all being. well, Cockpen will be 
reckoned among Orwell's most 
formidable rivals, 

The race furnished another 
example of Orwell's immense speed, 
I, A. Jones rode one of the cleverest 
races of his carcer, conserving his 
superb 
burst in the fast three furlongs. 
Orwell was neatly tucked in behind 
two others until the moment came 
for his ‘effort, and as soon as he 
wan given his head he demonstrated 
his superority in one uncertain 
fashion. It- remains to be seen 
whether similar tactics will prevail 
in the Derby. 

In conformation Orwell is an 
ideal colt for the Mpsom course, It 
will be pointed out that this is the 
only course on which he has ever 
heen beaten, but one éannot count 
his failure in the Great Surrey 
Font Plate against him, as “the 
colt waa obviously it at aise on 
the hard going, and it would have 
been prudent in the circumstances 
not to have saddled him that day. 
The ground may again be hard 
for the Derby, but Urwell’s feet 
have grown since his early  two- 
year-old deys, and for that reason 
he is not likely to experience the 
goreness which handicapped him at 
Epsom last summer. 

Task At Epsom. 

The short odds which have been 
offered against for the Derby 
over since betting started will pro- 
bably be still further abbreviated 
but he will , have as much = more 
severe task at Epsom than that 
which he accomplished in the 
Guineas. The extra half-mile must 
assuredly menn th great deal to a 
colt of his exceptional speed, and 
if he winks the Derby we shall 
‘admit ungrudgingly that he is one 
of the greatest colts of the decade, 
The splendid endedveur made by 
Dastur in the Two Thousand shows 
how unlucky he-ivas not to have 
wen the Free Handicap, On his 
breeding the additional distance at 
Epsom should not be against this 
“handsome son of Solario. Hesperus, 
who caused some surprise by run- 
ning into third place in the Guineas, 
is engaged in the Newmarket 
Stakea, but will not run again until 
the Derby, It must be recorded 
in his favour that he was one of 
the most backward members — of 
the field for the Guinens. Orwell, 
Dastur, Wyvern, and Spenser all 
had a big advantage over him in 
the matter of condition. 

A colt of whom Basil Jarvis has 
held a good opinion for some time 
past, he is by Asterus (a great 
horse up to x mile and a quarter), 
out of Durban, the dam of Tour- 
billon, winner of the French Derby 
Inst.year. It is clear, therefore, 
that Hesperus is entitled to be 
taken into earnest consideration in 
connexion with Derby prospects. 
Among the unplaced division in 
the, Two Thousand, Clustine signal- 
ly failed to stay. Miracle has come 
into the picture with his 
amart victory.

CHARGE OF ARSON. 


SEQUEL TO RECENT FIRE 
AP SHAMSHUIPO 


A fire at Shamshuifpo in the 
early hours of May 3 had a sequel 
at the Kowloon Magiatracy beforo 
Mr, Grantham yesterday afternoon 
whon Chan Chak, tho mastor of a 
shop on the ground floorof No. 98 
Nan Cheong Street, Shamshuipo, 
wag charged with araon. 

Mr. T. 3. Whyte-Smith appeared 
for tho Crown, whilo Mr, G, 9. 
Hugh-Jones. was for the defen- 
dant, 

. Outlining the case, Mr. Whyte- 
Smith sald the fire took place in 
the ground floor of No. 96 Nan 
Cheong Strect, which was a shop 
at the cornor of this strect ond 
Koelung Street, selling haberdas- 
hery. Defendant was. the pro- 
prictor of that shop and lived 
there with his wife. He alao had 
a small knitting factory tn 86 Nan 
Cheong Street,” second’ floor, 
where stockings were made and 
sold wholesale. 
theso stockings, which were of the 
chenp varicty, were sold retail to- 
gether with other material, 

At the time of the fire, the stock 
he had was insured with the Wing 
On Insurance Company for $8,000 
and the furniture and clothing for 
$1,600. Mr. Whyte-Smith safd he 
would try to show that the sums 
were in excess of the vaiuc of the 


property. 
' The Fire. 


On the night of May 2, defen- 
dant, hia wife and brother-in-law 
were in tho shop. At about 3.15 
am., an Indian constable, who was 
in Nan Cheong Street, heard ao 
whistle coming: from Keelung 
Street. He ran acrosa and there 
he saw the defendant blowing the 
whistle. ; 

Defendant then pointed his shop 
to the constable and indicated that 
The constable went 
to the front door of the shop [n 
Nan Cheong Strect and found that 
the grilic of the front door was 
locked and the wooden door 
slightly ajar. He ran round to the 
aide door, which he found to be 
padlocked. £ . 

With the help of an India 


watchman, he broke into the shop. | 


Inside he found the place to be on 
fire in two spots. .Mr. Whyte- 
Smith polnted out that that was 
very significant, especially as it 
was found that the distance be- 
tween these two fircs was about 20 
feet, with a cubicle in betweon. 
One of the spots that were burn- 
ing was near the side door, and 
the other was inside the shop it- 
sclf among the show cases. 

By this time, an Indian chaut- 
feur had arrived on the scene, anit 
all three men got busy. At tho 
back of tho shop was a tap, and 
with the use of buckets, these 
three men extinguished the fire.

Miaunderstanding Disappears. 

Sir John ‘Simon cleared up 
House of Commons misunder- 
standing on the Anglo-American 
negotiations when he explained 
that the American Government 
had requested the signature to 
the agreement regarding the re- 
payment: of last yenr’s arrears 0 
war debts. He declared that this 
formal step. which was necessary 
to give legal effect to Mr. Hoover's 
pr posals, implied no décision on 
any question of principle. 

Sir John Simon rejected Mr. 
Winston Churchill’s suggestion 
that the formality might prejudice 
the Lausanne Conference con- 
sidering war debts and = repara- 
tions.—Reuter. 

Agreement Details. 
: London, May 26. 

Under the moratorium, the ner- 
mal debt arrangement would have 
been resumed after July 1, the 
first contribution becoming due 
on December 15. The agreement 
regarding the suapended annuity 
is in the nature of a routine 
sequel to the moratorium arrange- 
ment, and merely stipulates the 
terms of repayment. = 

These provide for repayment on 
n four per cent. basis during 2 
period of 10 years, and thus will 
add £3,000,000 annually to the 
normal debt repayments due over 
that period. The principle of the 
arrangement is the same as that 
Applied at the London Conference 
last August when the situation re- 
garding the European Inter- 
governmental debts was examined 
in the light of the Hoover mora- 
torlum. > 

It was then decided that Edro- 
yean debts suspended during the 
moratorium year should. be repaid 
in 10 equal annuities, from July 1. 
1933, these to include both prin- 
cipal and interest.

Tho re- 
quest for a businesslike definition 
of the terms of the moratorium 
does not warrant.Say inference as 
to the American attitude towards 
any such suggestions. But’ until

Sir,—Thoere who Ilatoned in Inst 
evening and others who read their 
morning newspapers to-day must 


have beon delighted with Hong-, 


kong’s “Grand Old Man’s’’ inter- 
eating recitnt of the improvements 
in Hongkong and. at Kowloon, the 
cumulative. effect of which sums 
up the Colony’s amazing growth 
and devolopment during the past 
44 years, 


‘It is true that the-Hon. Sir 
Henry Pollock, KS., in his Hat of 
the reclamations carried out dur- 
ing the period “under reviéw, con- 
tented himself with mentioning. 
only “the most important onos” 
during his time. 


Ever jealous of Kowloon's Sm- 
portance and the ever-Increaaing 
part it has taken and will continue 
to take in the growth of the Colony, 
Sir Henry will probably pardon 
me if I suggest an addition or two 
to his Het of reclamation works. 
On the Kowloon side, far-the most 
important Js the reclniming from 
the sea of Tsimshatsui Bay. This 
reclamation gave the Colony the 
immense area enabling the locat- 
ing of the Railway Station at Kow-

known as Holt’s Godowns, and the’ 
palatial Poninsula Hotel, leaving 
sufficient ground space for a new 
Post Office which, when built, 
should add to the Architectural em- 
bellishments of Kowloon’s water- 
front.

Wella, whose prophecies from time 
to time have been remarkably 
accurate, declares that the world 
ua we know it is visibly collapsing. 
Every week something is tumbling 
down or something breaking up 
and it ig impossible to say + how 
far the ruin will extend. The 
truth of the matter appears to 
be thnt the cupitalistic system, rear- 
ed on a gold-based credit cone, is 
collapsing. Social, political and 
economic sciences are striving herd 
to overtake — the breakdown, but 
they appenr to be working inde- 
pendently in each leading country 
wherens it is becoming increasing- 
Ivy clear that only international ¢o- 
operation can avert disaster, The 
American ordeal is the  plainest 
gulde to present tendencies. Un- 
less she is saved by some. unfore- 
seen stroke of good fortune, coupled 
with the restoration of a semblance 
of sanity to the counsels of Con- 
gress, the United States appears to 
be heading for the grentest crisis 
in her history. Economic activity 
is decending to new low levels. 
The steel industry, for instance, is 
working xt: only 22 per cent. 
capacity and its output is less than 
nalf as grent ag ‘it was twelve 
months ayo when many people were 
imagining that the world slump 
had begun to touch bottom. Every 
sign points to a stagnation that is 
all but) universal, and unemploy- 
ment is estimated at a minimum 
of 8,000,000... In the absence of 
any regular dole system the public 
and private resources which have 
been organised for the relief of 
the unemployed are approaching ex- 
haustien, and some of the big cities 
are actually insolyent. In recent 
months it has become increasingly 
recognised that nothing can stop 
the rot but an arrest of the 
paralysing decline of prices.

will play in tho ‘future. The 
countryman, assunting a black suit, 
n bowler hat and a’ pendent 
umbrella, and the townsman a 
spade, a smock anda wheelbarrow, 
will change places for work and 
play. And in ‘this interchange: of 
customs and costumes the acro~ 
plane will prove indispensable. 
Those who have hitherto “posed

Hongkew Outrage

Shanghai, May 26. 
After being so often reported 
dead by reliable sources and 
then revived, General Yoshinori 
Shirakawa died at six o'clock 
this morning, after making nt 
most remarkable fight for life. 


He was a victim of the Hong- 
kew bombing outrage. The body 
of the famous military leader is 
being shipped to Japan nboard a 
crulser, 


General Shirakawa was born at 
Kubo Town, Ehime Prefecture, on 
December 12, 1868. He graduat- 
ed from the military academy in 
1890,, and) fought in the. Sino- 
Japanese war as a Heutenant 
(infantry) attached to the 2lst 
regiment. He graduated from 
‘the military staff college in 1898 
sand distinguished himself as the 
commander of a battalion in the 
Russo-Japanese war. 


He was sent to Central Chinn 
in 1913 a8 the commander of the 
Imperial forces and was made the 
chief of the personnel bureau in 
1916. He was promoted to the 
position of Lieutenant-General in 
1919 and made president of the 
mililary academy. He beenme the 
commander of the 11th division in 
1921 and Vice-War Minister when 
General Yamanashi served as the 
War Minister. In- this -position 
he showed great executive ability 
in military retrenchment. 


CHINA SERVICE. 


He was sent to Manchuria us 
the commander of the forces in 
the Kwantung leased territory in 
1923 and proved himself an able 
leader at the time of General 
Kuo's rebellion against Marshal 
Chang Tao-lin, In 1926 he was 
promoted to the rank of general 
and was made the War Minister 
in 1927 when the Tanaka Cabinet 
Was organised. 


Ne chad a distinguished per- 
sonality, und when War Minister 
seemed to have no ambition to 
adopt. the characteristics of a 
statesman, He spent his hours 
of recreation in angling. His 
experiences in Hankow as the 
commander of an Imperial force 
when he was a colonel and in 
Ryojun (Port Arthur) as the 
commander of the garrison forces 
when he was a Lieut.<General made 
j him one of a very few Japanese 
military then well-versed in Chi-

CONVICTIONS TO 
* STAND 


The decision of the Trial Judge 
(Mr. Justice Wood) to allow the 
cases against Cheung Taze-san and 
Cheung Sau-fu to xo before the 
jury at the end of the Victorin Gap 
Road murder trial recently, was 
upheld In the Full Court this mor- 
ning before the Chief Justice (Sir 
Joseph Kemp) and Mr. Justice 
Wood. . 

In this trin] there were four 
men, Choung Man, Cheung lu-wah, 
Cheung Taze-san‘and Cheung Sau- 
fu, who were charged with the 
murder of Taang .Ting-tal, aliae 
Tanng King-kal at or near. the road 
leading from Victorfa Gap to 
Pokfulum on February 18, In jus- 
tice to the others, Cheung Iu-wah 
was tricd separately at the April 
Criminal Sessions and pleaded 
guilty to the charge, but.a plea of 
not guilty was entered and the 
evidence was heard. This man was 
found not guilty by the jury. 

The trial of the other three men 
as then commenced, during which 
Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, defending 
Cheung Taze-san and Cheung Sau- 
fu, submitted that there was not 
enough evidence to go before the 
jury, but he was over-ruled by Mr. 
Justice Wood, who. however, re- 
served the point for Full Court. 
argument. 

A verdict of guilty was returned 
by the jury against each of the 
three men, and Cheung Man was 
sentenced to death. Sentence on 
the other two was deferred pend- 
ing the result of the Full) Court 
argument.

GUINEAS EFFORT 


The keenest critics of racing 
form carefully watched Orwell's 
performance in the Two Thousand 
Guineas for any sign of weakness. 
Thoy had to confess that they 
could not find a flaw in the manner 
of his success, “It ‘is true the race 
but that Is 
accounted for by the fact that 
heavy rain had fallen overnight, 
the time in every race being con- 
siderably slower than had been the 
case onthe preceding day, ‘Some 
of the Interest passed out of the 
Two Thousand Guineas when Cock- 
pen failed to appenr. While the 
race was being run the Beekhamp- 
ton colt waa in his box with a tem- 
peruture of 103, Twenty-four hours 
Inter he was back to normal,,s0 he 
lives to run another day, and any- 
thing that was lost in the Guineas 
will be gained in the Derby, where, 
all being well, Cockpen will be 
reckoned among Orwell's moat 
formidable rivals. a? 

The race furnished another 
example of Orwell’s immense speed, 
R. A. Jonea rode one of the cleverest 
races of his career, conserving his 
mount’s energies for n auperb 
burat in the last three furlongs. 
Orwell was neatly tucked in behind 
two others until the momént-came 
for his effort, and as soon as he 
waa given his head he demonstrated 
his superority in no uncertain 
fashion. It remains to be seen 
whether simllur-tactics will prevail 
in the Derby. 

In conformation Orwell is an 
ideal colt for the Epsom course. It 
will be pointed out that this is the 
only course on which he hag ever 
been beaten, but one cannot ‘count 
his failure In the Great Surrey 
Foal Plate against him, as the 
colt was obviously ill at ease on 
the hard going, and it would have 
been prudent in the circdmstances 
not to have saddicd him that day. 
The ground may again be hard 
for the Derby, but Urwell’s feet 
have grown since his early two- 
year-old deys, and for that reason 
he is not likely to experience the 
soreness which handicapped him at 
Epsom last summer, , 

Task At Epsom, 

The short odds which have been 
offered against him for the Derby 
ever aince betting sturted will pro- 
bably bo still further abbreviated 
but he will have a much more 
severe task at Epsom than | that 
which he accomplished in’ the 
Guineas. Tho extra half-mile must 
assuredly mean a great denl to a 
colt af hig exceptional speed, and 
if he wins the Derby we shall 
admit ungrudgingly that he is one 
of the grentest colts of the decade.

SEQUEL TO RECENT FIRE 


> AT SHAMSHUIPO. 


A fire' at Shamshulpo In the 


carly hours of May 8 had a sequel’ 


at tho Kowloon Magistracy befora 
Mr. Grantham yesterday afternoon 
when Chan Chak, the master of a 
shop on the ground floor of No. 96 
Nan Cheong Street, Shamshulpo, 
was charged with arson. 

Mr. Ts. Whyte-Smith appéarcd 
for the.Crown, while Mr. 8. 
Hugh-Joncs was for the defen- 
dant.

Outlining the case, Mr. Whyte- 
Smith said the fire took place in 
the ground floor of No, 96 Nan 
Cheong Street, which was a shop 
at the corner of this street and 
Keelung Street, selling haberdas- 


‘Thery. Defendant was the pro- 


prictor of that shop and lived 
there with his wife. He ‘alao had 
a small knitting factory {n 86 Nan 
Cheong Street, second floor, 
where stockings were made and 
sold wholesale, At the shop, 
theac stockings, which were of the 
cheap variety, were sold retail to- 
gether with other material. 

~ Atthe time of the fire, the atock 
he had was Insured with the Wing 
On Insurance Company for $8,000 
and the furniture and clothing for 
$1,500. Mr. Whyte-Smith sald he 
would try to show that the sums 
were {np excess of the value of the 


property. 
Tho Fire. , 


On the night of May 2, defen- 
dant, his wife and brother-in- luw 
were in the ‘shop. At, about 8,16 
a.m., an Indian constable, who was 
in Nan Cheong Street, heard a 
whistle .coming from Keelung 
Street. He ran across and there 
he saw the defendant blowing the 
whistle. 

Defendant then pointed his shop 
to the constable and indicated that 
{twas on fire. The conatable went 
to tho front door of the shop in 
Nan Cheong Street and found that 
the grille of the front door was 
locked and .the wooden door 
slightly ajar. He ran round to the 
aide door, which he found ‘to be 
padlocked. 

With the help of an Indian 
watchman, he broke into the ahop. 
Inside he found the place to be on 
fire in two spots. Mr. Whyte- 
Smith pointed out that that wa4 


‘|very significant, especially as it 


was found that the distance —be- 
tween these tivo fires was about 20 
feet, with a cubicle in between. 
Onc ‘of the spots that were burn: 
Ing was near tho side door, and 
the other was inaide the shop it- 
self among the ghow cases. 

By this time, on Indian chauf- 
feur had arrived on the scene, and 
all three- men got busy. At the 
back of the shop was a tap, and 
with the use of buckets, these 
three men extinguished the fire. 


Admiasions to Police. 


Afterwards, the defendant was 
interrogated by Police officers who 
were on the scene. 
found two insurance policies, 
and $205 in cash in his 
pockets. A safe found in his 
cubicle after tho fire contained 
$38 in subsidiary colns and waa 
locked. The Crown alleged that 
the money and the insurance 
Policies must have been taken out 
sa the safe before the fire atret- 


When the three Indfans were 
trying to put out the fire, they 
turned on the lights, which were 
found to be in working order.
